Weeks will 
stay in California some time, to work 
out more satisfactory methods of su- 
rervision of manufacture of wine and 
governmental cooperation with grape 
growers and others. 


Completion of the old mission tow- 
ers at Santa Barbara, the only re- 
maining unfinished portion of the his- 
toric building which was partially 
destroyed in the earthquake two years 
ago, will be undertaken at once.

Over 300 persons from all parts of 
Northern California attended the open- 
ing of the giant Melones dam power 
plant June il. The power plant, 
costing $2,500,0000, will use water 
from the Melones dam, joint property 
of the Oakdale and South San Joa- 
quin irrigation districts. The dam, 
which cost $2,200,000, was completed 
last fall and has been in use this 
year supplying water for irrigation in 
the two districts.

Dick Nunnally, printer on a Stock- 
ton newspaper, and Montague Rolfe, 
a Florida aviator, will be contestants 
for the $25,000 prize offered for the 
San Francisco to Honolulu flight it 
is reported. The two men were en- 
gaged in flying together for some 
time in Florida. Rolfe has received 
the necessary backing from a Florida 
concern and the two men will be 
ready for a flight in about sixty days. 
Their plane will be shipped to Cali- 


fornia in about thirty days. 


As a result of a lenient policy re- 
cently adopted toward outside visitors 
who go to Mexicali to patronize the 
bars and cabarets and then return to 
Calexico more or less intoxicated, the 
City Jail there is empty for the first 
time in several years. The change of 
policy was inaugurated with the ap- 
pointment of a new Police Chief, as 
the result of protests from local mer- 
chants that the unfriendly attitude of 
the former police department was 
creating ill will toward the town and 
destroying business. 


Anticipating a throng of people 
which will tax the housing capacity 
of the town of Alturas, Modoc coun- 
ty, to the limit, the officials of the 
Alturas Roundup Association are 
broadcasting the message, “Plenty to 
eat, but bring your blankets.” The 
seventh annual Alturas Roundup will 
be held there on July 2nd, 3rd, and 
4th. Each year the local rodeo is 
attracting more riders of the first 
water and names famous in rodeo 
shows all over the country will be 
found on this year’s program. 


Explodi_g 180,000 pounds of dyna- 
mite in a single blast, the entire face 
of a mountain of lime in Tehachapi 
Valley will be lifted into the air and 
dropped into a 750,000-ton heap of 
rocks. This was the announcement 
of the Monolith Portland Cement Com- 
pany, in preparing to blow up the 
mountain near the town of Monolith. 
Company officials have set the date 
for the explosion at about July 1, but 
it is quite probable that the charge 
may be held back until July 4, giv- 
ing the holidzy crowds a thrill. 


To you who are planning vacation 
trips to the mountains: Smoking is 
now prohibited in all national forests 
in California. The only exceptions 
are, as heretofore, at certain improved 
camps and places of habitation. In 
the El Dorado, Stanislaus, Sierra, 
Sequoia, Inyo and Mono national for- 
ests the order will apply only to 
areas under 7,500 feet elevation, ac- 
cording to a bulletin issued by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture forest service. The no-smok-

ing regulation will remain in effeet 
until the forest fire hazard is elimin- 
ated by the fall rains. 

The City Planning and Building 
Company ha* announced its intention 
to file application for a permit with 
the San Francisco Board of Super- 
visors for a $75,000,000 tube running 
under San -rancisco bay to Sausa- 
lito. The company proposes to” ask 
for a fifty-year franchise to conduct 
a three-tier tube on a toll basis, with 
all classes of transportation to be 
handled. Cost of construction of the 
tube alone would be approximately 
$18,000,000 per mile, a total of $45,- 
000,000 for the two and one-half milas 
wuich the tube is planned to run. 
Cost of terminals total $75,000,000. 

A hunter of Corona who decided he 
would try out a couple of Chinese 
ringneck pheasants, is in jail in San 
Bernardino county in defaul: of $1590 
bail, acording to reports reaching the 
executive offices of the Fish and 
Game Commission. The birds were 
killed on April 19 and shortly after- 
wards Deputy W. C. Malone nailed 
the offender and brought him into 
court where he wes assessed a fine 
of $300 or ninety cays in jail. When 
the defendant appealed the case, figur- 
ing the sentence wis to stiff, the 
judge fixed the bail at $1500 and at 
the last reports he was still in the 
bastile. The judge’s action meets 
with the full approval of the officials 
of the commission, B. D. Marx Greene, 
executive officer, declared upon re- 
ceipt of the report of the case. 

florse racing is ming back to 
California with a galaxy of thorough- 
breds f-om the West and East com- 
peting in a thirty-seven-day meeting 
on the Tanforan track, San Francisco, 
from October 27 to December 10. 
Plans for resumption vf the sport 
were announced by Howard Sprec- 
kles, secretary of the Pacific Coast 
Jockey club, and Judge Joseph A. Mur- 
phy, noted race track figure and pre- 
siding steward in the days of racing 
at the old Ingleside track. The San 
Francisco handicap will be the crown- 
ing event on the racing schedule, tor 
which a purse of $25,000 will be of- 
fered. Other rich awards will we 
offered, none less than $1000, to at- 
tract the best of turfdom for the 
greatest racing program in the his- 
tory of the Pacific Coast. 

Thirty-five million gallons of water 
daily were pumped from the Los 
Angeles water department’s emer- 
gency wells near Van Nuys, to help 
supply the city of Los Angeles while 
repairs were being made to the Owens 
Valley Aqueduct which was damaged 
Ly dynamiters in the Owen Valley 
district. There are fcurteen of the 
wells sunk into the beds of San Fern- 
ando Valley for emergency purposes. 
The flow from the wells keeps water 
officials from drawing too heavily 
from the system’s large surface re- 
servoirs, from which water sufficient 
to supply Los Angeles at the rate of 
1.9,000,000 gallons a day, while dam- 
ages to the Aqueduct are repaired. 

Californians crave municipal enter- 
tainment, according to a report by 
State Controller Ray L. Riley show- 
ing that the 264 cities in the state 
spent $1,007,626 in 1926 to amuse 
inhabitants. The money was 
spent for carnivals, musicales, c2!e- 
brations, etc., that annually occur in 
every city, town and “amlet. San 
Francisco expended the largest sum 
for entertainment, her contribution to 
the total being $473,363. Expendi- 
tures by other large cities were: Oak- 
land, $53,272; San Diego, $37,471; 
Sacramento, $25,141; Berkeley, $9,154; 
Long Beach, $185,565; Pasadena, $14,- 
980; Fresno, $4234; Stockton, $15,- 
327. 

The Taft Union High School’s phy- 
sical plant ranks among the finest 
of the United States, according to a 
survey just completed by the Califor- 
nia Taxpayers’ Association. The rat- 
ing was established through employ- 
ment of the Strayer & Englehardt 
system, which showed a score of 892 
points out of a possible 1000. The 


tax experts declared less than 8 per. | 


cent of American high schools ave 
a rating as high. The Strayer & 
Englehardt system takes into consid- 
eration only the physical condition 
of the plant, not the scholarship. 
Unmarried school teachers are but 
“immature novices” according to a 
petition circulated in Riverbank to 
force the trustees of the Riverbank 
Crammar School to employ married 
women as school teachers. The peti- 
tion, signed largely by farmers, asks 
the board to resign. The move against 
the board began several weeks ago 
when the trustees made a ruling that 
only unmarried women or persons 
who must make their own living, be 


employed. The ruling further speci- 
fies that teachers mus: reside in 
Riverbank.

Killer Whale Has No 
Equal for Ferocity 


Vhe killer whale is the undisputec 
champion of the sea, declares Mack 
Sennett, who, as a hobby, has made an 
exhaustive study of marine life in 
Lower California seas. “If there is 
anything that can lick the killer whale, 
I have never heard of it,” Sennett 
says. “Everything that swims the 
waters of the earth dreads the terri- 
ble killer whale. 

“Strictly speaking,” the writer ex 
plains, “it isn’t a fish; it is an air 
breathing mammal about 35 feet long 
It has huge jaws and heavy fighting 
teeth. Its head suggests the head of 
a bulldog, as does its. disposition 


” 


What makes it more terrible than 
other big sea monsters is its great 


speed. Nothing can escape it. 

“The favorite dish of the killer whale 
is the succulent tongue of the real 
whale,” the writer continues. “Its 
method of killing the whale is curious. 
When the big fellow comes up to 
breathe, the killer fastens its jaws on 
the whale’s blowhole and does not let 
go. Finally, dying of suffocation, the 
whale thrusts out its greag, agonized 
tongue. The killer nips this off and 
goes blithely on its way. It is a coi 
mon sight to find a tongueless dead 
whale floating in the water.” 


Find New Evidences 


of Coal Formation 


Evidence that coal was formed at 
the bottoms of ancient lakes, and 
not in vast swamps or bogs as com 
monly supposed, is advanced by Prof 
BE. OC. Jeffrey of Harvard university in 
an article in Science. Professor Jef: 
frey’s studies were conducted on coals 
from geological formations of tertiary 
age, which is much more recent than 
the source of most of the coal in this 
country, but which supplies remains 
of plants more like those growing 
today and hence more significant to 
the botanist as far as their habits are 
concerned. Earlier studies of similar 
coals had disclosed wood structures 
which were taken to be of cypresses, 
and since cypresses are swamp trees 
this was taken as evidence for the 
ciassical theory of coal formation 
Professor Jeffrey's investigations, how- 
ever, have shown that these supposed 
cypress-like woods were really from 
redwoods and similar trees that nor- 
mally grow on well-drained upland 
soils and never in swamps. His con- 
clusion, therefore, is that these coal 
beds are the remains of great masses 
of water-logged vegetation washed 
down from the hills by rivers and de- 
posited in the bottoms of huge lakes. 
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President in Power 


in Troublous Times 

James Buchanan, as fifteenth Presi 
dent of the United States, occupied 
the White House when the questions 
of slavery and states rights were dan- 
gerously fermenting. His administra- 
tion, from 1857 to 1861, saw the prel- 
ude to the Civil war. 

Buchanan was born April 23, 1791. 
As a Pennsylvanian he disapproved of 
slavery, but being a strict constitution- 
alist and a Democrat, he held to ofti- 
cial convictions. He publicly denied 
the right of secession, and refused to 
treat South Carolina representatives 
as foreign delegates, 

His chief difficulty was an unsym- 
pathetie congress. 

The Dred Scott decision and John 
Brown’s raid on Harper’s Ferry so 
stirred the nation during his adminis- 
tration that those events somewhat 
submerged his diplomatic accomplish- 
ments of settling the question of Brit- 
ish dominion in Central America and 
by stopping Great Britain’s “right of 
search” on American ships. The first 
Atlantic cable was laid in Buchanan‘s 
administration. 

Before he died, June 1, 1868, Buchsn- 
an wrote his own vindication of his 
administrative policies.—HExchange. 


First Silver Tokens 


in America’s Coinage 

Old records show that silver tokens 
for making change were first used in 
this country in Annapolis. With the 
consent of the government, I. Chal- 
mers, an Annapolis gold and _ silver- 
smith, in 1783 turned out by hand six- 
penee, threepence and shilling coins, 
to combat sharpers who, after depre- 
ciation of paper money, began to cut 
five “quarters” out of silver Spanish 
dollars. 

Because of lack of change the cut- 
ting of Spanish dollar into halves and 
fourths was condoned, and even nec- 
essary, until it was discovered that 
expert cutters were reaping a small 
fortune, When expertly cut the fifths 
could be discerned from quarters only 
by keen eyesight or by weighing. 
Chalmers produced new standard coins 
and took the short pieces in exchange 
until the fraud was stopped. 


“Know Thyself’ 


When we obey the command, “Know 
thyself,” it does not mean merely that 
we shall learn our intelligence quoti- 
ent, our lung capacity, our muscular 
strength, it means also that we shall 
know the origin and meaning of our 
powers and impulses. The injunction 
has, therefore, a historic as well as a 
present bearing and value. As in the 
case of fear we learn that impulses 
which may now be hindrances or ac- 
tually destruetive were once vitally 
important. We recognize their true 
place, utilize their value if they have 
any, or else banish them from our 
lives. As in one sense perfect love 
casteth out fear, so in another sense 
perfect knowledge puts fear into its 
true place and makes man no longer 
its servant but its master.—Provi- 
dence Journal. 


Music in Surgery 

Musie has been employed success- 
fully in an eastern hospital while op- 
erating On persons under a local an- 
esthetic. Special headphones are 
worn by the patient, music being 
relayed from a phonograph in a dis- 
tant room, so that it cannot disturb 
the surgeon or other attendants, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. It has 
been found that the tunes ease the 
patient’s mind, divert his attention 
from the operation and thus make it 
easier for the doctors. Although the 


local anesthetic eliminates pain, in 
many eases difficulty is experienced 


while operating on persons under such 
conditions because they remain con- 
scious and nervous. 


Insult to Injury 

An elderly man was cycling down 
the street when a dog rushed out from 
one of the doors and, getting under 
his wheel, threw him to the ground in 
a sitting position, The dog, in play- 
ful mood, rushed round him, seeming 
to enjoy it. 

A boy stood gazing at the two for 
a minute, and then inquired, in a quiet 
voice: “Did you fall?” 

“Well, I should think I did,” said 
the man, rising and rearranging his 
clothing, 

“Ah,” responded the youth, as he 
walked away, “I thought you couldn’t 
have sat down to play with the dog.” 


Uniforms for Women 

How can humanity revel when it is 
plagued with doubts about its dress? 
That is one reason why women should 
insist on a uniform evening dress. 
This uniform need not be worn al- 
ways, but it should be obligatory on 
formal occasions. Men may be pain- 
fully perplexed as to the choice be- 
tween “tails” and dinner jacket when 
no hint has been given, but they 
should realize that women are always 
in this position of wondering whether 
they have suited the dress to the oc- 
casion. A uniform is the solvent of 
such distress.—London Saturday Re- 
view.

it is recorded that the first emperor 
of the Chou dynasty in China estab- 
lished a zoological garden, the first of 
its kind of which there is definite 
knowledge.
